Anarchy, Despair Grip City 


New Orleans mayor 
describes situation 
as a ‘desperate SOS’ 

NEW ORLEANS I Storm victims were 
raped and beaten, fights and fires 
broke out, corpses lay out in the 
open, and rescue helicopters and law 
enforcement officers were shot at 
as hurricane-flooded New Orleans 
descended into anarchy Thursday. 
“This is a desperate SOS,” Mayor 
Ray Nagin said. 

Anger mounted across the ruined 
city, with thousands of Hurricane 
Katrina victims increasingly hun- 
gry, desperate and tired of waiting 
for buses to take them out. 

“We are out here like pure ani- 
mals,” the Rev. Isaac Clark, 68, 
said outside the New Orleans 
Convention Center, where corpses 
lay in the open and other evacuees 
complained that they were dropped 
off and given nothing — no food, 
no water, no medicine. 

About 15,000 to 20,000 peo- 
ple who had taken shelter at the 
convention center to await buses 
grew increasingly hostile. Police 
Chief Eddie Compass said he sent 
in 88 officers to quell the situation at 
the building, but they were quickly 
beaten back by an angry mob. 

“We have individuals who are 
getting raped, we have individuals 
who are getting beaten,” Compass 
said. “Tourists are walking in that 
direction and they are getting

HOSPITALS UNDER ATTACK 

Doctors at two desperately crippled medical 
facilities in New Orleans called The Associated 
Press on Thursday pleading for rescue saying 
they were nearly out of food and power and had 
been forced to move patients to higher floors 
to escape looters. “We have been trying to call 
the mayor’s office, we have been trying to call 
the governor’s office ... we have tried to use any 
inside pressure we can.

preyed upon.” 

In hopes of defusing the unrest 
at the convention center, the mayor 
gave the refugees permission to 
march across a bridge to the city’s 
unflooded west bank for whatever 
relief they can find. But the bedlam 
at the convention center appeared 
to make leaving difficult. 

A military helicopter tried to 
land at the convention center sever- 
al times to drop off food and water. 
But the rushing crowd forced the 
choppers to back off Troopers then 
tossed the supplies to the crowd and 
flew away. 

Across the flooded- out city, 
the rescuers themselves came 
under attack from storm victims. 
A National Guard military police- 
man was shot in the leg as he and 
a man scuffled for a rifle. 

The street outside the center, 
above the floodwaters, smelled of 
urine and feces, and was choked 
with dirty diapers and garbage. At 
least seven bodies were scattered 
outside, including one of an old man 
on a grassy median with hungry 
babies wailing around him. 

The Superdome, where some 
25,000 people were being evacuated 
by bus to the Houston Astrodome, 
descended into chaos as well. 

At the front of the line, heavily 
armed policemen and guardsmen 
stood watch and handed out water 
as tense and exhausted crowds 
struggled onto buses. 

Many people had dogs but 
couldn’t take them aboard. A police 
officer took one from a little boy, 
who cried until he vomited. The 
policeman told a reporter he didn’t 
know what would happen to the dog.

In Miss., Grim Body Count Mounts 


Coroners grapple with 
the task of removing 
the storm’s easualties 

PASCAGOULA, MISS. I Crews are 
driving around coastal Mississippi, 
picking up bodies left on sidewalks 
like garbage and depositing them 
in refrigerated mobile morgues. 
Coroners are conducting autop- 
sies in parking lots because the only 
available light is from the sun. 

Most hurricane relief efforts are 
focused on the living, many of whom 
are struggling to get enough food, 
water, shelter, power and medical 
attention. The dead are a lower pri- 
ority, and many bodies have been 
putrefying since Monday. 

The official death toll was 126 
and rising Thursday as search-and- 
rescue teams and dogs go through 
the ruins of neighborhoods washed 
away by the huge storm surge.

Officials say death toll 
from Shiite pilgrimage 
reaehes nearly 1,000 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Wailing over the 
coffins of loved ones Thursday, 
Shiites buried the nearly 1,000 
victims of a stampede on a bridge 
while politicians and ordinary 
Iraqis demanded the government 
explain whether botched security 
controls may have played a part in 
the tragedy. 

Tension and confusion persist- 
ed one day after the biggest loss of 
life in a single event in Iraq since 
the 2003 fall of Saddam Hussein. 
Gunfire erupted at the bridge dur- 
ing a protest march, killing a 12- 
year-old girl and wounding four 
other people. 

Meanwhile, U.S. jets launched 
airstrikes for the third time in 


a week near the Syrian border, 
destroying a train station the U.S. 
command said was used by al 
Qaeda in Iraq to store weapons. 


In the Shiite holy city of Najaf, 
women wept and embraced the 
simple wooden coffins of the vic- 
tims of Wednesday’s stampede and 


pounded their chests in a traditional 
gesture of mourning. Men carried 
some of the coffins to the Valley of 
Peace, the world’s most venerated 
cemetery for Shiite Muslims. 

The Health Ministry said the 
casualty toll from the stampede, 
which broke out as a result of 
rumors that a suicide bomber was 
in the crowd, stood at 965 dead and 
439 injured. The Interior Ministry 
said no final tally was available but 
that the death toll was between 900 
and 1,000. 

Relatives of the victims com- 
plained of chaotic rescue services 
and a lack of information from the 
authorities. 

“My son has been missing for two 
days,” said Sabih Mudisher. “I have 
tried all the hospitals, emergency 
departments, you name it, but to no 
avail. Is it right what this govern-

Zimbabwe Pays $I20M on IMF Debt 


CAIRO, EGYPT I Al Qaeda’s No. 2, 
Ayman al-Zawahri, claimed respon- 
sibility for the July 7 London bomb- 
ings in a video aired Thursday on 
Al- Jazeera that included a farewell 
statement by a man identified as one 
of the four suicide attackers. 

It was the first explicit claim of 
responsibility for the blasts by the 
terrorist group headed by Osama 
bin Laden. 

Al-Zawahri, who is thought to 
be hiding along the rugged Afghan- 
Pakistani border, threatened the 
West with “more catastrophes” 
in retaliation for the policies of 
President Bush and British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair. 

The Al- Jazeera newscaster who 
presented the al-Zawahri tape said 
it contained a “testament” by one of 
the suicide bombers who attacked 
the London transport system on 
July 7, killing 56 people. 

Speaking with a heavy Yorkshire 
accent, the bomber, Mohammad 
Sidique Khan, said he was inspired 
by al Qaeda leader Osama bin 
Laden, al-Zawahri and the leader

of al Qaeda in Iraq, Abu-Musab 
al-Zarqawi. 

“Until you will stop the bombing, 
gassing, imprisonment and torture 
of my people we will not stop this 
fight,” said Khan. 

In his tape, Al-Zawahri did not 
say outright that his terror group 
carried out the deadly bombings 
on the London transport system, 
but said they were a direct response 
to Britain’s foreign policies and its 
rejection of a truce that al Qaeda 
offered Europe in April 2004.

Pakistan, 
Israel Hold 
Meeting 

Top diplomats confer 
publicly for first time 
in ‘historic’ day of talks 

JERUSALEM I Israel on Thursday 
lauded a diplomatic breakthrough 
with Pakistan as the first fruit of 
its Gaza pullout and a harbinger 
of warmer ties with other Muslim 
nations, following the first-ever 
public meeting between the foreign 
ministers of the two countries. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Silvan 
Shalom met publicly for the 
first time with Foreign Minister 
Khursheed Kasuri of Pakistan, a 
Muslim country that has long taken 
a hard line against the Jewish state, 
a diplomatic breakthrough that both 
ministers tied to Israel’s withdrawal 
from the Gaza Strip. The meeting 
took place in Istanbul, Turkey. 

Shalom hailed the meeting as 
a “historic first” and said that fol- 
lowing the Gaza withdrawal it was 
“time for all of the Muslim and Arab 
countries to reconsider their rela- 
tions with Israel.” 

Pakistani president Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf, said, however, that talk 
of formal ties with Israel was pre- 
mature. STEVE WEIZMAN (AP) 


The IMF confirmed the pay- 
ment, saying it was made Monday 
and that Zimbabwe’s arrears now 
stood at about $174 million. 

Zimbabwe’s economy has been 
in free-fall since the government 
began seizing thousands of white- 
owned commercial farms for redis-

For Afghan Women, an Uphill Battle 


Female eandidates in 
legislative eleetions try 
to break new ground 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Itwasaques- 
tion many of the 40 female candi- 
dates gathered in a small hotel 
conference room in the Afghan 
capital wanted answered: How to 
target men. 

The 40 were running in land- 
mark legislative elections later 
this month and many were unsure 
how to campaign to male voters in 
a highly segregated society that bars 
women from talking to men alone 


unless they are related. 

“If we’re seen chatting with men, 
people will assume we’re having love 
affairs with them,” complained 
Kubra Mostafavy, 36, an indepen- 
dent candidate from Logar prov- 
ince, just south of Kabul. 

Canvassing votes from men in 
this deeply conservative Muslim 
country is just one of a string of 
challenges facing the 582 women 
running in the Sept. 18 polls, the 
next step toward democracy after 
a quarter- century of fighting. 

Another is security. Taliban reb- 
els have threatened to kill women if 
they take part in the election.

Gas Shortages 
Hit Some Areas 


Station owners blame 
shortfalls on panie 
buying, late deliveries 

Supplies ran dry at a small- 
but- growing number of gas sta- 
tions across the United States on 
Thursday as Gulf Coast refiners 
and pipelines remained hobbled by 
Hurricane Katrina and motorists 
nervous about tightening supplies 
lined up to top off their tanks. 

Most of the stations with “Out of 
Gas” signs were concentrated along 
the East Coast and in Midwest 
states. Station owners said many 
of the shortages were temporary, 
exacerbated by panic buying and 
delayed deliveries. 


A few stations turned off their 
pumps because wholesale prices 
were rising so fast that they were 
selling fuel at a loss — even as prices 
spiked overnight to levels well above 
$3 a gallon. 

Governors in Georgia, North 
Carolina and Pennsylvania urged 
motorists to conserve fuel and they 
warned retailers about alleged 
price gouging. Gas shortages were 
reported in many states, including 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 

Resort hotels also reported can- 
cellations as some drivers opted to 
stay home instead of facing uncer- 
tain gas supplies over the Labor Day 
weekend, brad foss (ap)

Herndon Residents Sue 
Over Day Laborer Site 


WASHINGTON I Six residents of 
Herndon, Va., sued the town 
Thursday over its plans to provide 
funding for an employment site to 
serve day laborers, many ofwhom are 
believed to be illegal immigrants. 

The lawsuit, filed in Fairfax 
County Circuit Court, alleges that 
the town council violated federal, 
state and local law last month when 
it voted 5-2 to establish a regulated 
site for day laborers on public land 
with a $170,000 county grant.

F I L M I The world’s baddest mailman 
is back and going postal on every- 
one in his way, including viewers 
suffering through the insufferable 
“Transporter 2.” 

This laughably awful sequel with 
Jason Statham returning as the 
crackerjack, no -questions -asked 
driver for hire is a pathetic affair 
riffing on some of the high points 
that made 2002’s “The Transporter” 
a sleeper action hit.

Frank is living the quiet life

Then, of course, the boy is kid- 
napped, forcing Frank to resume 
his fightin’ ways to rescue his lit- 
tle buddy. 

Frank soon learns bad guy 
Gianni (Alessandro Gassman) has 
snatched the boy as part of a plot 
connected to Jack’s dad, Jefferson 
Billings (Matthew Modine), the 
new boss of the U.S. war on drugs 
who’s about to lead an international 
gathering of narcotics agents and 
bureaucrats. 

In a movie brimming with bad 
performances, Kate Nuata, playing 
Lola, apsycho-skank who looks like 
the underfed love child of David 
Bowie and Brigitte Nielsen, leads 
the cast in lousy acting. 

Relegated to comic relief is 
Francois Berleand as French police 
detective Tarconi, who became 
Frank’s unlikely ally in the origi- 
nal movie and now is such pals with 
the transporter that he comes to 
Florida to visit him on vacation. 

Sadly, the steely, likable Statham 
gives, but is let down at every turn 
by the filmmakers, who strand him 
in a silly story with cardboard 
characters and outlandish action, 
including a couple of car stunts 
that would be beyond belief in 
a Looney Tunes short,

‘Underclassman’ Has No Class at All 



Nick Cannon is a

FILM I Eddie Murphy, your legacy 
is safe. 

SeeingyoungNickCannonfeebly 
pilfer your act in “Underclassman” 
only makes us miss you more. 

Certainly, it doesn’t help 
Cannon’s cause that the direction 
from Marcos Siega is pedestrian, 
that the script from Brent Goldberg 
and David Wagner consists of little 
more than tired racial jokes and 
fish -out- of-water gags. 

He sure is trying, though, star- 
ring as a rookie bike cop who goes 
undercover at a predominantly 
white Los Angeles private school 
to investigate a student’s murder. 


He’s so darn eager and likable, as 
he was in “Drumline,” that you want 
to give him an A for effort. 

Then the script fails him with 
lines like, “Yo, yo, yo. Y’all need some 
color on the court,” as his charac- 
ter, Tre Stokes, tries to ingratiate 
himself with the Westbury School’s 
basketball team. 

Cannon is too skinny and baby- 
faced to be a believable police offi- 
cer, and hackneyed lines like, “This 
could be my shot,” only emphasize 
his youthful exuberance. But that 
does help him fool his classmates, 
as well as his inordinately hot 
Spanish teacher (Roselyn Sanchez), 
with whom he shamelessly flirts 
nonetheless. 

We haven’t even gotten to the 
truly ridiculous part yet. While dig- 
ging into the student’s death, Tre 


stumbles onto what he believes is 
a car- theft ring, led by the popular 
student body president. Drugs may 
also be involved, as evidenced by 
the kids’ involvement with several 
bad guys who skulk around dark 
alleys carrying backpacks. 


Long before the movie’s anti- 
climactic climax — which fea- 
tures your standard car chase, 
shootout and exploding Porsche 
— it’s clear that “Underclassman” 
is lame in any language.

THE 40-YEAR-OLD VIRGIN (R, 111 min- 
utes) Filthy, funny and sweet in equal 
measure, the feature directorial debut 
of “Freaks and Geeks’’ writer-producer 
Judd Apatow is a Rob Schneider movie 
with the soul of a chick flick. That’s not 
actuallyfair. While it’strulethatthecome- 
dy — revolving around the efforts of three 
friends (Paul Rudd, Romany Malco and 
Seth Rogen)to gettheirgeeky nice-guy 
co-worker (Steve Carell) deflowered — 
has a lot of smutty humor, it’s also pret- 
ty smart. In the end, the organ it’s real- 
ly all about exercising is the human 
heart, (mo) 

GRIZZLY MAN (R, 103 minutes) Filmmaker 
Werner Herzog’s documentary it takes 
us into both the heart of Alaskaandthe 
soul of author, wildlifeactivist, surfer and 
failed TV actor Timothy Treadwell, who 
in 2003 was killed and eaten by one of 
the grizzly bears whose preservation he 
championed. It’s an extraordinarily mov- 
ing portrait ofa strange man, but by gaz- 
ing atthe seemingly distant horizon that 
is Treadwell’s life, weare broughtdiscon- 
certingly closerto our own. (dt) 
HUSTLE & FLOW (R, 114 minutes) In 
Craig Brewer’s charming, gritty hip-hop 
fairy-tale, DJay (Terrence Howard) is a 
Memphis pimp heading nowhere slow, 
who dreams of making the music big 
time. With the help of an old buddy and 


sound engineer (Anthony Anderson) and 
a scrawny white musician (DJ Qualls), 
DJay makes his new song, “Whup That 
Trick,’’ take foot-stomping shape. He 
even gets his hookers, bottle-blonde 
Nola (Taryn Manning) and Shug (Taraji 
P. Henson), involved and liberates them 
in the process. His story is so affecting, 
it threatens to make crossover audienc- 
es sing out: “You know, it’s hard out here 
for a pimp.’’ (dt) 

JUNEBUG (R, 112 minutes) When George 
(Alessandro Nivola), a Southern trans- 
plant to Chicago, brings Madeleine 
(Embeth Davidtz), his Japanese-born, 
British-accented new bride, backto his 
family’s North Carolina homefora visit, 
you’d expect a culture clash. What you 
might not expect is a story that turns 
gradually from the hilarioustothe pro- 
foundly moving. Atthe center of first-time 
director Phil Morrison’s wonderful little 
fish-out-of-watertale is not Madeleine, 
but her pregnant sister-in-law, Ashley 
(Amy Adams), whose humor, simple wis- 
dom and ability to becomfortablein her 


own skin are the family’s, and the film’s, 
heart and soul, (mo) 

LILA SAYS (Unrated, 89 minutes) Set 
in a predominantly Muslim inner-city 
French neighborhood, “Lila Says’’ is a 
startlingly sexy and surprisingly touch- 
ing story of the relationship that devel- 
ops when a shy aspiring writer named 
Chimo (Mohammed Khouas) befriends 
a dirty-talking young Frenchwoman 
(Vahina Giocante). Though there’s lit- 
tle actual physical contact, thefilm is as 
hotasasauna,and shows thatthe most 
important sex organ is the one between 
your ears, (mo) 

MARCH OF THE PENGUINS (G, 80 min- 
utes) In this charmfest of a movie, nar- 
rator Morgan Freeman tells us aboutthe 
habits and tremendous resilience of the 
emperor penguins, whose procreation 
questtakesthem on an incredible jour- 
ney on the frozen continent, where on a 
good day, the temperature is 58 degrees 
below zero. The film is full of wonder- 
ful moments and spectacles, includ- 
ing thousands of penguins huddled

MURDERBALL (R, 86 minutes) This isn’t 
just the best smash-mouth rugby doc- 
umentary featuring muscular dudes in 
wheelchairs ever made, it’s also a power- 
fulfilm by any standard. Four players per 
team, most of whom suffered injuriesto 
thespineor neck, rollaround andthrow 
a ball around. We watch likable Mark 
Zupan and his national teammates take 
on the world’s best, including Canada 
— coached by arch rival Joe Soares. 
“Murderball” isn’t just about sports. 
It’s an emotional visit with some deter- 
mined young men (and one middle-aged 
guy ) who refuse to accept limitations in 
every aspect of their lives, (dt) 

PRETTY PERSUASION (Unrated, 149 min- 
utes) is neither pretty nor persuasive. 
Populated by characters that are either 
over-the-top cartoonish or drawn with 
all the depth of stick figures, there is only 
one reason to watch this latest entry in 
the high -school -as- Dante’s- inferno 
genre — Evan Rachel Wood. Wood 
is intriguing as Kimberly Joyce, the 
ultrabright. Machiavellian high-school 
sophomore who manipulates everyone 
around herto achieve hertwin goals of 
fameand revenge. The movietries hard 
to be shocking with lots of sex, talk about 
sex, casual slurs and other “my, aren’t we 
daring?’’ devices, (curt fields) 

RED EYE (PG-13, 85 minutes) Filmmaker 
Wes Craven’s airplane-set thriller about 
atraveler (Rachel McAdams) held hos- 
tage by a smooth-talking criminal (Cillian 
Murphy) is a taut and supple entertain- 
ment, especially when it has nowhere 
to go but inside the characters’ heads. 
Although it doesn’t exactly fall apart in 
thefilm’sfinal reel, when theaction leaves 
the plane’s cabin for the larger world, it 
does lose some of the pressure-cooker 
intensity of thefilm’s first hour, (mo) 
SKY HIGH (PG, 99 minutes) “Sky High’’ 
is a slight but sure-footed, live-action 
comicfantasyfrom Disney. Director Mike 
Mitchell deftly blendstwo genres — the 
high school romance and the special- 
effects-laden superhero comic book 
adaptation — and manages to spoof 
yet salute both with a refreshing lack of 
pretension, (jane horwitz) 

THE TUNNEL (Unrated, 160 minutes) An 
old-fashioned thriller along the lines of 
“The Great Escape,’’ German filmmaker 
Roland Suso Richter’s fact- based drama 
tellsthe story of champion East German 


swimmer Harry Melchior (Heino Ferch) 
who escapes to the West just beforethe 
building ofthe Berlin Wall, only to tun- 
nel backunder itto rescuethefamily he 
left behind. If certain details are over- 
looked, the suspense is nevertheless 
masterfully handled, with afineensem- 
blecast. (mo) 

UNDISCOVERED (PG-13, 92 minutes) 
Revolving around a group of photoge- 
nic young actor-model-singer-song- 
writer hyphenates who have come to 
Los Angeles to find fame and fortune, 
“Undiscovered” is little more than yet 
another one of those romantic movies 
about two crazy kids (Pell James and 
Steven Strait) who don’t seem to real- 
izethatthey’re meantforeach other until 
just before theclosing credits. Thefilm 
brings nothing newtothetable besides 
some pabulum aboutthe perils of instant 
celebrity and the importance of staying 
trueto yourself, (mo) 

VALIANT (G, 76 minutes) This World 
War ll-set animated adventure about 
a plucky carrier pigeon (voice of Ewan 
McGregor) is proof that it isn’t easy to 
make movies that appeal both to kids 
and their parents. Too reliant on a 
knowledge of Nazi history for children, 
and too short and tepid for the grown- 
ups who will get the references to old 
war movies, the movie makes a valiant 


attempt to be a double agent, but ulti- 
mately hasn’t figured out who it really 
wants to workfor. (mo) 

WAR OF THE WORLDS (PG-13, 118) 
Starring Tom Cruise as a divorced 
father trying to protect his children 
(Dakota Fanning and Justin Chatwin) 
from annihilation by ruthless visitors from 
outer space, this “War ofthe Worlds” 
spends a considerable amount of time 
exploringtheinterior lifeof oneman, but 
not atthe expense of thefilm’s profound, 
sustained thrills. It’sa rip-roaring pop- 
corn flick with a heart, (mo) 

WEDDING CRASHERS (R, 119 minutes) 
Jeremy(Vince Vaughn)and John (Owen 
Wilson) are scoundrels who crash wed- 
dings so they can score with women, in 
this often-funny caper. But when they 
attend a big-time Washington wedding 
partyforthe daughter of Secretary ofthe 
Treasury William Cleary (Christopher 
Walken), things change: They each fall 
for one of the Cleary daughters (Isla 
Fisherand Rachel McAdams). Vaughn 
is definitely the bestman inthis wedding 
comedy. He’s a cad and a half who can 
motormouth likea machinegun. (dt)

COLLEGE FOOTBALL | The two teams 
set to meet Saturday in Baltimore 
have been kept apart by 30 miles, 
40 years and one maliciously waved 
middle finger that became the cat- 
alyst for a lost rivalry. 

The once-heated competition 
between Maryland and Navy 
essentially ceased after an inci- 
dent in 1964 when hard-hitting 
Terrapins linebacker Jerry Fishman 
gave the one -finger salute to the 
Midshipmen in the stands during a 
27-22 Maryland victory. 

“They thought they were supe- 
rior,” Fishman said. “This was rub- 
bing their face in it.” 


They played the next year due 
to contractual obligations. Then 
the rivalry went dormant. 

Either the passage of time or the 
lure of a big payday — both schools 
are guaranteed $1.2 million — 
persuaded the Terrapins and the 
Midshipmen to kick off their 2005 
seasons against one another at M&T 
Bank Stadium in Baltimore. 

The new generation of players 
isn’t particularly concerned with the 
past. “We know all about it, but that 
happened 40 years ago,” said Navy 
defensive end Jeremy Chase. 

Navy and Maryland are coming 
off very different seasons, but find 
themselves in a similar situation.

Redskins’ top picks 
are quietly doing their 
jobs without trash talk 

REDSKiNSlIf the boys from Auburn 
ever become the talk of the NFL, 
it certainly won’t be for running 
their mouths. 

By all accounts, Carlos Rogers 
has the skills to develop into a big- 
time cornerback. But if his conver- 
sation with reporters outside the 
Redskins’ practice facility Tuesday 
was any indication, he’s short on the 
self-promotional flair that seems to 
accompany most big- defenders.

“Once you get out there and know 
what you’re doing, and you don’t 
think as much, it’ll come to you.” 

The NFL game must be com- 


ing to Rogers quickly, as he was in 
a position battle with veteran Walt 
Harris for Smoot’s old spot enter- 
ing last night’s final preseason game. 
Rogers was promoted to the first 
team while Harris rehabbed a calf 
injury and said he’s continued to hold 
that spot since Harris’ return. 

Unlike his college teammate, 
Campbell doesn’t have to worry 
about starting any time soon. The 
presumptive quarterback of the 
future threw just a pair of passes 
in the middle two preseason games 
and figures he’ll wait his turn while 
learning the system. 

“I’ve been learning a lot,” he said. 
“I’ve been getting adjusted to every- 
thing and the only thing I’m doing 
now is just trying to get better.”

They invoice, they 
network and oh yeah, 
they watch your kids 

They come bearing resumes, busi- 
ness cards and billing invoices. 
They’ve got child- care training, 
first-aid expertise and an arsenal 
of educational activities to keep the 
kids amused. 

These are not Super Nannies. 
They’re not even child- care pro- 
fessionals. 

They’re the bubble gum- chewing 
baby sitters from down the block, 
those trusty neighborhood teens 
who keep an eye on the children 
for a few extra bucks. And these 
days, they mean big business. 

“I can remember getting $1 — $2 
an hour, if I was lucky,” said Kris 
Evans Viner, 37, a Wethersfield, 
Conn., mother of two who pays 
her formally trained baby sitter 
$7 an hour. 

Today’s sitters are likely to come 
with more training and business 
savvy than their ponytailed pre- 
decessors. They’ve taken hours- 


long instruction in baby-sitting, 
studying the ins and outs of dia- 
pering and feeding, of household 
safety and first-aid. They’ve learned 
to entertain finicky toddlers and 
coax the petulant to bed. And given 
the realities of today’s modern fam- 
ilies, they’ve learned to maneuver 
delicately around the potential land 
mines of divorce, blended families 
and special-needs children. 

For all this, these business- 
minded teens 
can command as 



much as $10 an hour (a princely I 
sum, considering that child- ^ 
care professionals earn an aver- 
age of $8.57, according to the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics.) 

“If your local McDonald’s is pay- 
ing kids $10 an hour, you can pretty 
much bet your local sitter is going 
to charge you the same rate,” said 
Karen Willson, program manager 
forbabysittingclass.com, an online 
training program.

Willson’s course has been train- 
ing teens to deal with these new 
challenges for five years. For $17.50, 


students age 11 or older get six hours 
of schooling that includes accident 
prevention and general child- care. 


The company teaches adolescent 
entrepreneurs how to operate like 
a business. Networking, marketing, 
rate negotiations and billing are all 
part of the course. 

Students earn their certifica- 
tion by passing a comprehensive 
set of tests. They get a wallet card 
that attests to potential employers 
their official baby-sitting creden- 
tials. They also can check back with 
instructors for pointers and solu- 
tions to unanticipated problems. 

But is all this training really nec- 
essary for a few hours of baby-sit- 
ting on a Friday night? 

“Not at all. It’s a different world. 
Both parents are working, and 
they don’t have a lot of time,” said 
Willson, who estimates the course 
has certified about 5,000 teens from 
across the United States and as far 
away as Australia in the last year. 

Evans Viner, the Wethersfield 
mother, has two sitters in their late 
teens. One came knocking on her 
door several years ago to talk about 
her training, offer her sitting servic- 
es and leave her business card. 

“I was so glad,” Evans Viner 
recalled. “It’s nice to know you’ve 
got that extra insurance, to know 
that they at least know what to do 
in the case of an emergency.” 

But resumes, references, invoic- 
es? You do want to know what you’re 
getting, Evans Viner said. “But, 
no, we’ve never gotten an invoice.”

Tan Tan’ took a long 
and adventurous 
route to publication 

Marlon Brando makes a posthu- 
mous appearance not in movie the- 
aters but in the nation’s book stores 
this month as co-author of “Fan- 
Tan,” an adventure about a dashing, 
early 20th-century pirate. 

Due out Sept. 15, the 256 -page 
book centers on pirate Annie (for 
Anatole) Doultry. While serving a 
six-month sentence in a Hong Kong 
jail, Doultry saves the life of a fel- 
low prisoner; upon release, he finds 
his deed has won the favor of an 
underworld figure, the glamorous 
and hugely wealthy pirate Madame 
Lai Choi San, who invites him to 
join the hijacking of a silver-laden 
British ship. He can’t resist her 
charms or the adventure and he 
is plunged into battles, typhoons 
and sex. 

The book’s journey from pen 
to publisher was as circuitous 
as Doultry ’s voyages. It began in 
the late 1970s, when Brando was

absurdly overweight and angry 
at the Hollywood system, taking 
occasional acting jobs with mil- 
lion- dollar paychecks to help sup- 
port his family and his Tahitian 
real estate. 

No longer inspired by acting, 
he turned to screenwriting and 
began “Fan-Tan.” But as with many 
of Brando’s later-life schemes, he 
realized he needed help. Enter 
another enigmatic figure, Donald 
Cammell. Brando and Cammell 
had a lot in common: outrageous 


lifestyle, artistic temperament and 
a love of Asian women. 

The handsome son of an aris- 
tocratic Scottish family, Cammell 
had studied painting, alcohol and 
drugs in Florence, Italy. He turned 
to film and directed 1970’s over- 
the-top “Performance,” star- 
ring James Fox and Mick dagger, 
which drew mixed reviews and an 
X rating. 

Brando admired Cammell’s 
film work and invited him to help 
write “Fan-Tan.” They collaborated 


intensely, spending eight months on 
Tetiaroa, Brando’s island in Tahiti. 
Brando was so disenchanted with 
the Hollywood system he refused 
to submit the treatment to the stu- 
dios. In 1982, Sonny Mehta, then 
at Pan Books in London, gave the 
authors $100,000 to convert the 
treatment into a novel. 

The pair had a falling out, and 
Brando returned the advance, pay- 
ing Cammell’s half After Cammell’s 
1986 film, “The Wild Side,” failed 
to find a distributor, he committed 


suicide at 62. 

Following Brando’s death at 80 
last year, Cammell’s widow, China 
Kong, resurrected the manuscript, 
and it was bought by Mehta, now 
editor-in-chief of Alfred A. Knopf. 
He assigned a Knopf regular, film 
historian David Thomson, to edit 
“Fan-Tan” and write the last chap- 
ter, which had only been outlined 
by Brando, and an epilogue. 

“The character of Annie Doultry 
is plainly a self-portrait of Brando,” 
the writer said. “There are tran- 
scripts of conferences he and 
Cammell had, and Brando did a lot 
of improvising, playing the Annie 
Doultry character. Plainly he saw 
this as a part that he might play in 
a movie himself.” 

Could there be a movie in “Fan- 
Tan”? As of now, Knopf knows of 
no film offers, and it’s probable that 
studios are waiting to see if “Fan- 
Tan” becomes a best seller. The pub- 
lisher has scheduled a first printing 
of 75,000 copies. 

At-sea epics have long been 
considered costly to film, but that 
should be no concern in today’s 
world of computer-generated spe- 
cial effects and other moneysaving 
technologies. Certainly “Master 
and Commander” and “Pirates of 
the Caribbean” proved worthy of 
their investments. 

But what actor could play 
Doultry, a role written by and 
patterned after the great Marlon 
Brando himself? bobthomas(ap)

It’s beginning to seem very close to 
anarchy in the devastated region. 
Are your groups able to defend 
themselves, if need be? 

This is a frequent question we 
get. We work very closely with our 
federal partner, FEMA, to ensure 
our personnel are kept safe during 
both domestic and international 
deployments. We have established 
a relationship with local authori- 
ties, and we are also working only in 
the daylight hours for added safety 
and security. 

At what point will it become imprac- 
tical to spend time searching New 
Orleans for any remaining people 
stranded by Katrina? We read that 
1,500 police officers are being pulled 
off search and rescue missions to 
deal with looters, some of whom are 
proving increasingly dangerous. 

Not an easy question to answer. 
There are documented cases of sur- 
vivors being located after 10 to 14 
days. Major factors include the avail- 
ability of a water supply (rainwater, 
etc.) and, of course, the weather. Our 
primary mission will remain “search 
and rescue” of live victims for days 
to come. 


1 realize that search and rescue is a 
priority, but, at this time, water and 
food seem to be at the same priority 
level. Are you equipped with enough 
to share with those you find? 

You are exactly correct in this 
assessment. Priorities in most disas- 
ters often coexist. While we are all 
witnessing relief efforts primarily 
through media outlets, it is impor- 
tant to understand that local, state 
and federal agencies are working 
hard with private and public relief 
entities to address these needs. Often 
these efforts are being down behind- 
the-scenes, but no less effectively. 

Are many people being found in col- 
lapsed structures or are most of the 
rescues from attics and roofs? 

A combination of both. The 
U.S. Search and Rescue teams 
will assist greatly with the col- 
lapsed structure issue, since we 
have the equipment and training 
to locate victims.
